Resolutely rejected should be 
the attempts by certain circles 
within NATO, particularly In 
the Federal Republic of Ger- 
many, to question the present 
political and territorial realities 
In Europe. True, that In Bonn 
they pretend ss If nothing of 
the sort Is taking placa In tho 
FRG. But I hen, it should be 

asked, how do wo assess the 
policy course which In the final 
analysts is aimed at destroying 
tho present soclo- political system 
of tho German Democratic Re- 
public and ot including It In the 
FRG’s social system. How 
should we view the statements, 
vogue among some West Ger- 
man politicians, about “tho Ger- 
man Reich wilhln Its 1937 bor- 
ders" and about the "temporary 
character” of tho borders exist- 
ing In Europe? 

We are right to ask those who 
decide tho foreign policies of 
Bonn: does ihe militarist hysteria 
in their policies leave no room 
for a sober evaluation of tho 
situation? 

There are many factors un- 
derlining European security. The 
most important of these, how- 
ever, is the inviolability ol the 
European borders as determined 
and fixed both ot Yalta and 
Potsdam, and of the treaties 
concluded betweon tha socialist 
stales and Ihe Federal Republic 
of Germany. Any encroachments 
on these major International 
acts which shape tho face of 
Europe today are doomed to 
failure.

India has proposed lu 
Pakistan and China the con- 
clusion of treaties of peace, 
friendship and cooperation so 
an to avoid any armed conflict, 
said the Indian Prime Minister 
indlra Gandhi. Addressing Indi- 
an servicemen In the city of 
Jaipur (state of Rajasthan). she 
pointed out that net I her Pakis- 
tan's nor China's reactions to 
this proposal were encouraging. 

If we firmly adhere to tho 
principles of ponce, friendship 
and cooperation In relations 
with each other, we shall have 
no occasion for conflicts, stres- 
sed Indira Gandhi. Sho confirmed 
India's adherence to settlement 
of all differences with Pakistan 
aud Chinn through negotiations. 

The Prima Minister expressed 


serious doubts about the since- 
rity of tho propose! made by 
tho Pakistan administration to 
conclude a non aggression pact 
with India, pointing out that It 
was madn after Pakistan had 
received the most sophisticated 
weapons from abroad. She recal- 
led that In the past India re- 
peatedly made this very pro- 
posal, yet Pakistan always dec- 
lined it without even examining 
it. 1. Gam (hi pointed out that In 
its foreign policy, India is con- 
sistent In Its support for the 
principles of peace and nonuse 
of force. However, this does not 
mean that our country Is weak 
and unable lo defend Its borders 
against aggression, she said. 
We will never be shaken In the 
defence of our Independence. 


ISRAEL AGAINST UN TROOPS

PUTTING TERRESTRIAL HEAT 
TO GOOD USE 

The idea ol using geothermal waters and the Earth's 
heat is not novel. However, up until recently we have 
lacked an adequate technology, G. Shasharln, Deputy 
Minister ot Energy and Bleclri! leaf Ion ol the USSR . 
writes In SOTSIAL1STICHESKAYA INDUSTRIYA. The 
experience already gained shows that using Ihfs 
source ol energy Is not only possible hut highly effici- 
ent af fhaf, The example is the Paushelka steam hydro- 
thermal power station In Kamchatka bull! way hack in 
1367. Its cost-to-peilormanco lectors are more attrac- 
tive than those ol power stations burning fuels de- 
livered from alar. 

Work has started on another, considerably more 
powerful geothermal station, the Mulnovsky, with a 
designed energy capacity ol 200 MW. 

This Is only the beginning ot geothermal energy pro- 
duction in Kamchatka. According to geological 
geothermal assessments, a tola] capacity of all geolher- 
■ tnal power stations in Kamchatka may reach 2,000 mega- 
wails Intorcseeable future. However, other zones In 
the USSR nro also rich In geothermal steam and slenm- 
water mixtures. These Include Sakhalin Island and Ihe 
Kuril islands,

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GOLDANSKY EFFECT 
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A discovery made recently by 
Academician Vitaly Goldansky 
of Moscow has been entered In- 
to the USSR Slate Register of 
Discoveries. 

Goldansky’s Held of Interest 
is the most enigmatic and tempt- 
ing for any physicist — the ra- 
dioactivity of thq atomic nu- 
cleus. The binuclonic redioacU- • 
vlty of atomic nuclei, the fifth 
type of radioactivity previously 
unknown to scientists, will" be 
called tho Goldansky effect. 


Theoretically, Goldansky pre- 
dicted It almost a quarter of a 
century ago. And now experi- 
ments Involving the use of most 
advanced analytical Inaimments, 
have enabled the scientist to as- 
sert -that decaying atomic nu- 
clei emit- not only protons, but 
simultaneously a- pair of nu- 
dons r their components. 

Specialists agree that the Gol- 
dansky effect opens new -oppor- 
tunities for the further research 
Into the nucleus and the micro- 
world In general.

Whai la your attilude to tradi- 
tions in the performing arts? 

Trad Elions surely have to be studied, carried 
on anil developed, Fedasoyev said. Bui a blind 
following ot traditions m a retreat, to my 
mind, Iii taking up a new work I never 
Hiten to the recordings ot other conductors, 
since there fa the ilangci ol being involuntarily 
Influenced, maybe oven plagiarized, by a great 
master. I always abide by the author, and stu- 
diously analyse his slightest directions. Occa- 
sionally, even a seemingly Insignificant remark 
holds Iho key to the author's real thought. 

How do you Bchlcvo Iho cauullunai openness, 
sincerity, the peculiar spiritual simplicity and 
uuiuraluessl 

I have always followed in iho footsteps of 
folk art. Moreover, years ol work with a Rus- 
sian folk Instrument orchestra helped me a tot 
to understand Iho nature of Rusal au music. An 
acquaintance with Russian folklore. Its simpli- 
city and naturalness taught me u> express the 
deeply emotional atyla without (rills and undue 
sensitivity. 

How do you select your concert programmes! 

My firm conviction la that classical and modern 
music should be necessarily brought together. It 
li good that both cornu from the same national 
school. Why! Because modern music is more com- 
plex, and Ui understanding depends precisely on 
knowledge of classical mule. Whan I tour other 
countries I Include in my concerts music by a 
composer ot iho country where 1 perform. This 
makes the audiences show special interest In the 
concerts, and their reaction gives «a a clue to 
successful performance and helps Hod out the 
correct artistic approach... 

The Grand Symphony Orchestra has a busy 
schedule, as It plays on the radio and on TV, 
mikes recording# and gives concerts in major 
Moscow halls and goes touring... The conductor 
has never changed his artistic credo, which la 
* continuation of traditions ol the Russian con- 
ducting school, the preservation of an original 
manner ol perlormlng. Fedosoyev’a conducting 
techniques are vary predBe and shun theatrical- 



Ism and affectation. Hia gestures aro simple and 
deer, laconic and contained — all la geared 
towards untold log a work's depth and marked 
by artistic tact. 

Fedosoyev la constantly expanding his reper- 
toire. Apart from Russian classical works and 
those by Soviet composers, the orchestra plays 
Bach, Beethoven, Mahlor, Verdi, Sibelius, Bartok 
and Britton. 

Tell ui a few words about your plana,.. 

The nearest prospects are to record all of 
Tchaikovsky's symphonies, of which three have 
already been dona. Pd like to produce Mussorg- 
sky's "Boris Godunov" and in a year's lima Will 
stage a concert version of the opera "The Snow 
Malden" by Rlrasky-Korsakov at the Faria 
PI eye!. 

Among large-scale vocal and symphonic 
works we are working on J. S. Bach's "Passion 
According to St. John" snd Honegger's "Jeanne 
d'Arc au bdeher".
